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MAKING COLLECTIONS. 


An old man, polite, suave, dignified, with Southern air and accent, came 
into the bank, presenting a scheme for collections. He was so gentle, with just 


the tinge of melancholy that denotes better days, it was really regretful that the 
plan, whether perfect or otherwise, was not needful. Though no opportunity was 
given to explain, it is safe to say that the invention would not fit every want; 
and that there are still not a few banks which are losing money in this depart- 
ment. 

Yet if there is a young banker anywhere who would distinguish himself in 
his business let him construct a Mutual Association for the Clearance of Bank 
Collections. 

The intricacies of the railroad rate systems are reduced almost to a science 
as far as mutual adjustment between the roads is concerned. Conflicting inter- 
ests there are, but so vast is the traffic that national associations must and do 
harmonize details so that equity prevails in essentials. 

Bankers’ associations, on the contrary, being given over somewhat to feast- 
ing and to an overflow of soul on the money question, do not accomplish much 
that is practical. Here is one field largely unexplored. Here are wide terri- 
tory, large cities, sectional commerce, the credit system, large and small banks, 
multiplied collections, who will map out the way collections shall go, cheapening 
cost, lessening labor, making them pay. 

Take up, if you will, a recent number of THE Bankers’ MoNTHLY and scan 
the advertisements. We transcribe what is said about collections, in a few typical 
instances: 










BANKERS’ MONTHLY. 


“Through Special Correspondents we are prepared to make collections on 
nearly all points in (naming the states) without charge.” 

“Collections made on favorable terms and promptly remitted for.” 

“Superior Facilities for Collections.” “Special Attention Given to Collec- 
tions.” 

“We have especial arrangements for collecting the whole state of 
at very low rates.” 

“Send us collections on points in the Northwest.” 

“Special attention given to collections on all western points at reasonable 
rates.” 

For a part of the banking business which is conceded to be a burden, there 
would seem to be a great desire for collections. But in this we find the key to 
the explanation. Collections follow the lines of bank alliances, that is cor- 
respondence and deposits. They therefore often ignore distance, direction, time 
and charges, as well as natural commerce. The more a bank can get the higher 
the average of payment becomes. The bank with the largest number of local 
correspondents obtains the cheapest service. 

Without advocating the branch bank system let us suppose it to be in exist- 
ence. With the reserve cities, as declared in the national bank act, an approach 
to the supposed condition is found. What will be the aim at the central bank? 
To absorb its territory, to cover all the commercial relations of its section. The 
bank whose branches penetrate every portion of its legitimate tributary territory 
can successfully handle the business which comes to it from every other section. 

If the bank be really commercial, rather than financial, centers will be 
developed within sections which by virtue of soil, climate and products, command 
the attention of the world. Banks facilitate exchange. Therefore woods, min- 
erals, grains, population, control their location. And were money really free 
to follow demand, the central bank would be found where cotton is king, where 
corn is king, as the case might be. London holds a position as clearing house 
of the world largely because of English commerce and territorial possession. The 
antenne of the Bank of England extend from Bombay to Vancouver. But the 
supremacy of New York must inevitably give way to Chicago. Time will be 
when Southern ports will harbor the ships of the world. The Nicaragua Canal 
will be built. Rapid railway communication, a long line of seacoast, interior 
development, all, will tend to minimize New York, which has drawn tribute 
from western progress more than from eastern trade. The branch bank system 
must intrench itself in chief centers and it will mean not the invulnerability of 
New York but the sacking thereof. 

Collections follow trade. Just as the warehouse receipt follows the cotton 
bale to its destination, so the draft of the importer follows the gooé¢ fe ma- 
chine note of the consumer reaches the factory’s bank. 

Not only will the central bank be forced into existence in the center of 
production, but if credit making is liberated, if the proposed issue upon assets 
is authorized, the people of the South and West will receive a boon. Now then 
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if northern wheat exchange for southern cotton, if western gold exchange for 
imported fabrics at the present emporium in New York, the bid of the central 
bank for patronage will be found in the number of its branches, the rapidity, 
ease, cheapness, with which its lines will reach every point of its territory. The 
equalization of exchange which will follow, the increasing surplus which will 
accrue from borrowing money at home, will enrich the section. Collections will 
therefore be liberated from the dominance of New York’s money-reserve force, 
they will not be semi-transformed into exchange, and will be free to proceed 
from center to center in independence of the interference caused by making New 
York our national clearing house. 

As it is now the whole banking system is awry because of New York. We 
believe it is due to the westward course of empire and is bound to give way 
before the productive strength of the great interior valley. The more intimate 
the relation between money and products, between banks and exchange, the easier 
will become collections. 

If these statements and surmises are correct we may readily appreciate the 
confusion which arises in the present condition of independent and segregated 
banks. True, national banks are held together by sympathy, but their number 
and location have not reference to territorial need. It may be said, of course, 
that banks exist only where there is business. But they are not planted in the 
heart of a district because their success depends on concentering through out- 
lying feeders all the monetary power of that district within themselves. They 
are now not strong commercially but financially. 

A vast deal of the draft drawing of the country is direct to local banks. A 
draft sent by way of a leading bank in a money center if not by it forwarded 
regardless of connections direct to the point of payment, is a much stamped 
paper by the time it closes its journey. But time and cost of sending from New 
York and Chicago banks to local banks has come to represent an enormous 
expense. Routes are trying and tortuous. 

That even without branch banking, by a united effort, some order might 
be drawn out of this weltering chaos is not to be doubted. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in expense may be saved. Why not group the states, classify 
banks, adopt routes, and all pull together for the better way ?

CANADIAN BANKING RESULTS SA TISFACTOR ¥. 


A memorandum recently issued by the Canadian government statistician 
says that the experience of the banks in that country has been good during the 
banking year just ended. In almost every instance earnings have increased, 
while the capital of banks have increased by $4,000,000 during the twelve 
months. For twelve banks whose financial year closed with May last, the net 
earnings were $4,627,462, a gain over the previous year of $425,518. 
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PRESENT CONDITIONS AT NOME. 


While Nome as an Alaskan gold camp has not fulfilled the dreams of those 
who believed that adventurers with spade and can could dig up a fortune from 
the beach sands like clam diggers gathering harvests of bivalves, it has become 
an active center of mining industry. 

For a time Nome was associated with the wildest fancies. The Klondike 
discoveries were to be eclipsed. ‘The stampede into that frozen El Dorado was 
to be repeated, and as no vast plains of ice had to be traversed in order to reach 
Nome, it was confidently predicted that the many steamers, schooners and other 
craft in the Alaskan trade would be unable to accommodate the argonauts eager 
to reach the new diggings. This was not a reckless prophecy, for the spring of 
1900 found hundreds of prospectors waiting impatiently at Puget Sound and 
Californian ports for vessels bound for Nome. 

Ponderous machinery designed to dredge the bottom of the sea along that 
marvelous coast was shipped. One theory was that the beach at Nome had once 
been the site of a terminal moraine and that a great iceberg behind it, having 
plowed through Arctic valleys and mountains, had gathered up and gradually 
pushed to the sea vast quantities of rock and gravel containing rich deposits of 
gold dust and nuggets. 

The report that the beach was one extended gold mine and that the ocean 
rolled over untold wealth was picturesque enough to dazzle the mining world. 
The result was that the conditions in Nome in June and July, 1900, were almost 
indescribably bewildering. There are no harbor facilities at Nome; ships anchor 
out at sea and lighters carry passengers and provisions to the beach. In the 
month meantime 25,000 people were set down on two miles of white sand. Tents 
and rude shelters were hastily constructed. The few wooden houses of the 
place were packed to overflowing. Household goods, mining utensils, groceries 
and clothing were piled high and promiscuously just beyond the high water 
lines. For hundreds of gold-seekers this barricade of jumbled possessions afford- 
ed the only protection from the ocean winds. 

Though unassorted provisions were thus dumped on the beach, everything in 
the way of eatables commanded an exorbitant price, while to sleep in a tent was 
a luxury to be had only by those able to pay $2 a night for the privilege. Teams 
earned $10 per day. 

Occasionally a lighter would be wrecked en route from a ship, and the con- 
sequent litter strewing the beach added to the general picture of confusion. But 
as many of the vessels arriving brought cargoes of lumber, houses began to 
spring up. Everybody worked with great industry, and as there was virtually 
no night, it being light enough throughout June and July to read a letter at 
any hour of the night, there was little cessation of labor. 

When the camp got ready for mining there were many surprises. The 
beach was not a Golconda, the machinery for dredging the sea rusted at the 
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water's edge. Thousands of prospectors set out resolutely to explore neighbor- 
ing creeks and canyons. Less resolute miners and thousands of neophytes set- 
tled down as laborers at Nome. Others returned home on borrowed money, 
while still others were shipped back on transports. 

Saner conditions have prevailed during the present season. The miners 
and capitalists who took passage to Nome when the season opened this spring 
were, for the most part, men who had profited in that region during 1900. 
They knew what to expect and were prepared for it. They knew what the beach 
claims at points where streams empty into those northern waters would yield. 
They knew that there was gold, black sand, and garnets, or “ruby,” as the Nome 
miners term it, to be had, but they were not lured by extravagant dreams of 
wealth. Mining, therefore, this year at Nome is being carried on along normal 
and practical lines at the mouth of Snake River, at Topkok, at Daniel’s Creek, 
where miners early in the spring of last year took out from $10,000 to $15,000 
with a single rocker, and at other points on the Seward Peninsula. 

The season, however, has been very backward, there being much snow on 
the ground even in the latter days of June. But the effect of the late season 
has been more than offset by the winter diggings which produced about $500,000. 

The tundra claims which were prodigally staked out and which created a 
furore for a time have in the majority of cases turned out to be worthless. They 
prove to be valuable only when they cover the bed of an old stream. This year 
the repetition of this wild cat location of claims has been in large measure 
avoided. ‘Thawing machines and other devices for sinking holes in the tundra 
were at work all winter, and the resuit is that frantic and fanciful pegging of 
impossible claims has been done away with. 

Alaska is becoming civilized and settled. There are many industries aside 
from mining. W. M. Rankin of San Francisco and Norman R. Smith of Daw- 
son are arranging to establish a 600-mile stage line between Iliamna Bay, Cook 
Inlet, along the Western Alaska coast and St. Michaels and Nome. ‘Their enter- 
prise means an investment of $200,000. To carry it out a trans-Alaskan com- 
pany will be incorporated. ‘The first shipment of supplies and material was made 
during the last week of August. They state that their route is the shortest 
possible overland winter route to Nome. Both mails and passengers will be 
carried. Horses are to be used and more than 100 head will be needed. A 
schooner has been chartered to carry supplies to the mouth of the Nushaguk 
River, a tributary of Bristol Bay, whence her cargo will be transported up that 
river for use at Malchatna Station. Other stations are being established and 
supplied with provisions. They will furnish accommodations and relays of 
horses during the winter months. Orders were given recently for 120 horse 
sheds and sixty sets of harness. As outlined by Mr. Smith, who will be the 
general manager, the stage line is across Iliamna Lake, across the Alaska Moun- 
tains to the junction of Malchatna and Tickchick Rivers, thence to Kuskokwim 
River, 300 miles beyond its mouth, thence to the Yukon River, up Anvil River 
and across tundra to St. Michaels and Nome. 
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The steamship Senator, which left Nome early in August with 200 passen- 
gers and $150,000 in gold dust, arrived in San Francisco August 26th. The 
steamer Santa Ana left Nome last month with seventy passengers and $200,000 
in gold dust, most of which was from mines owned by the Wild Goose Mining 
Company at Nome. The steamer St. Paul, Capt. Hays, which left Nome and 
St. Michael with forty-one cabin and sixty-eight steerage passengers and a little 
over $1,500,000 in gold dust and bullion from Nome and Yukon River points, 
arrived in San Francisco August 26th. 

That the various Alaskan camps are enjoying a liberal output is evidenced 
in the fact that during July and August the receipts of Alaskan gold at San 
Francisco and Seattle amounted to $10,136,205. During the same months in 
1900 the larger sum of $12,318,429 was received in those two cities, but it 
should be kept in mind that this has been a singularly backward season in far 
northern mining. As late as August 14th of this vear ice and snow at the 
southern end of the Nome district were still proving troublesome and preventing 
anything like satisfactory work. J. W. Wright, a miner who returned on that 
date from the Solomon River, reports that he went with a party well equipped 
for prospecting on the various creeks, but had to turn back on account of the 
snow and ice. At one place they walked over snow forty feet deep and a glacier 
fully a mile in length. 

The six mining districts on the Seward Peninsula, viz., the Cape York, the 
Arctic, the Port Clarence, Nome, the Kougarok and the Council City are being 
exploited along normal lines. It is the belief of Cabell Whitehead, Ph. D., 
one of the most conservative and best equipped mining experts in Alaska, that 
the beach diggings will be discovered all along Bering Sea, but he adds that 
it is doubtful if such profitable claims as those at Topkok and Nome will be 
discovered between Port Clarence and Golovin Bay, as this beach has all been 
very thoroughly prospected. 

There is little depth, usually not more than three or four feet, to the pay 
gravel on the claims along the many creeks contiguous to Nome. The bed- 
rock is decomposed schist and Dr. Whitehead is of the opinion that these places 
resulted from a secondary movement of gold which was formerly laid down 
in the beds of prehistoric rivers, whose general course was from east to west. 
and not north to south, as is the general trend of rivers today on the peninsula. 

As to the methods of mining in the Nome district, | take pleasure in incor- 
porating the following extracts from a report made by Dr. Whitehead: 

“The mining on the beach was the simplest operation possible, a rocker 
being all that is required, in addition to a shovel and a pick and a good, strong 
back. The dirt was shoveled up and thrown onto a coarse screen, which removed 
the larger stones and trash, the latter cerived from the driftwood, etc., from the 
sea; the fine dirt passes over a series of riffles and is finally washed off, leaving 
the heavy gold; in some cases, the tailings passed over a small piece of carpet 
or burlap; in other cases an amalgamated silver plate was used, but in each 


case the object was the same, namely, to catch the free gold. The heavy particles 
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of gold are caught in the riffles, while the fine is either amalgamated or retained 
by the carpet, while the lighter materials or tailings are washed away. In the 
final cleaning up of this gold a large amount of black sand and garnets is 
obtained, and it was a prevalent belief among the miners, and even among people 
who should have been able to demonstrate the fallacy of it, that this black sand 
was an ore of gold, and contained the metal in paying quantities, and schemes 
for saving this sand and shipping it out to the smelters were innumerable. 
When the black sand and garnets are carefully separated from the free gold it 
is found that these materials contain not one trace of the precious metal; they 
are simply the associates of the gold by virtue of their high specific gravity. 
The same process collected these minerals. There is found in certain crecks in 
this district, especially Snow Gulch and Upper Anvil Creek, a considerable 
amount of the mineral scheelite, or tungstate of calcium. This material is gold- 
bearing, assaying from $50 to $250 per ton. It does not, however, occur on the 
beach, and only in a few of the creeks. 

“In opening a creek claim, the miner usually goes to the lower end of his 
claim and puts in what is called a bed-rock drain, that is, a ditch dug on the side 
of the claim, into which he turns the water from its natural channel, and carries 
it off at the level of the bed rock. He then runs what is called a “cross-cut,” 
that is, a ditch at right angles to the course of the creek, and by carefully pros- 
pecting and panning the gravel from this ditch, he manages to locate his pay 
streak, that is, the channel which the stream occupied at the time the gold was 
being laid down, and I might remark that this is not, in one case in twenty, the 
present channel of the creek. When he has once located the pay, he begins min- 
ing operations in earnest. 

“As the whole country is overgrown with tundra, and is in reality a peat 
bog, it is necessary to strip this off down to the gravel, which is usually frozen, 
but soon thaws under the influence of twenty hours of sunshine per day. This 
tundra is usually from six to eighteen inches deep, but sometimes even three 
feet. When this is removed and the gravel exposed, he erects his sluice boxes, 
which are usually only square troughs, made of inch and a half lumber, in the 
bottom of which are placed his riffles, or obstructions; behind these, the gold, 
being the heavier material, collects. These sluice boxes are made in twelve-foot 
sections, and a complete sluice is usually from twenty-five to sixty feet long, 
depending upon the amount of lumber at the disposal of the miner, and also upon 
the fineness of the gold. The water is turned into this trough, and the fall 
adjusted according to the material to be handled and the condition of the gold, 
the coarser the gold the greater the fall. Into this stream of water the miner 
shovels his pay gravel. The water carries off the larger rocks, and also the 
lighter material. The black sand and gold accumulate behind the riffles, while 
the lighter material is dumped out at the end of his sluice box and is known as 
“tailings.” These are shoveled away from time to time as they accumulate. 
This operation goes on until the miner judges that his riffles are filled to a 
point where there is danger of gold heing taken over with the tailings, when 
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he turns the water off and removes all the materials left in the box. Then by 
carefully panning this material, he frees it from the heavy sands which are 
associated with it. Many times it is necessary to use a magnet or other device 
for thoroughly cleaning it. Every miner has a different method, and is a firm 
believer in his own. 

“The gold, when dried, usually contains about 10 per cent of foreign matter, 
and is known as ‘dust.’ This is placed in gold bags, which are made of deer 
skin or sheep skin, and brought to market. It is rather a curious thing that 
in melting gold containing scheelite, referred to above, the carbon of the crucibles 
reduces a small amount of tungsten, which unites with the gold, forming an alloy 
which segregates badly and is difficult to assay. The tungsten, however, is easily 
removed by the addition, while molten, of a small amount of alkali, such as 
sodium hydrate and nitre. 

“In the Nome district, Anvil Creek has been the greatest producer by far, 
producing last year from thirteen claims $1,750,000. Other rich claims in this 
district are Snow Gulch and Glacier Creek. One claim on the former produced 
$500,000; the two creeks together produced about $750,000. Dexter Creek, 
which empties into the Nome River, and is over the watershed from Snake River 
and Anvil Creek, produced about $500,000. Dexter is almost a dry creek, and 
has to be worked with rockers, on some of the claims it being necessary to haul 
water for rocking, yet the ground is exceedingly rich, and has paid very hand- 
somely. Extra Dry Creek has two rich claims. Dry Creek, just across the 
divide from Nome River, is probably on the whole the most promising creek in 
the district. The claims were not opened until last season, and only a few 
of them then. The amount of gold produced, while not great (about $25,000) 
came from a number of claims and was chiefly obtained while doing development 
work. Newton Gulch, which is a tributary of Dry Creek, and undoubtedly 
derives its gold from the same source, has a number of very valuable claims; 
one fraction of a claim exceeded in richness anything known in the district. 
From a single pan of dirt $140 was taken, and ten pans of dirt produced $440, 
while six cubic yards of dirt, the total amount worked last season, as it was 
struck late in the fall, produced $6,000. Bourbon Creek, also a tributary of Dry 
Creek, will prove a steady producer during the present season, though its pro- 
duction was only about $5,000 last year. Saturday Creek, a tributary of Anvil 
Creek, flowing along the base of Anvil Mountain, is very promising. Its pro- 
duction was about $10,000. The two claims on the Nikola Gulch, referred to 
above, the Mattie and Daisy, are said to have produced $115,000 and $30,000 
respectively. Oregon and Hungry Creeks, with Mountain Creek, have a number 
of very promising prospects, but so far no serious work has been done on these 
creeks, all of these claims having been more or less involved in litigation during 
the past season.” 

It is certain that whatever be the outcome of certain creeks and beaches, 
Nome is bound to be for some years the headquarters of considerable mining 
activity ; and while the mines are being exploited Alaska is becoming a vital por- 
tion of the globe. 
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Many improvements are contemplated. William Ogilvie, former governor 
of the Yukon Territory, was always a strong advocate of the system of connect- 
ing the navigable waters of the Yukon with the seaboard, which finally was 
completed. From White Horse Rapids to the mouth, a distance of 2,000 miles, 
the river is entirely navigable. Today twenty steamers ply between White Horse 
Rapids and Dawson City, and about the same number between Dawson and the 
mouth of the river, about sixty miles south of the port of St. Michael. St. 
Michael is 100 miles east of Nome. 

Agriculture is being fostered. The first native grown potatoes ever offered 
in the Dawson market in any considerable quantities were taken to that town in 
August. There were not enough to make any appreciable effect—only five sacks 
—though the quantity is so much greater than in any former year that it may 
be mentioned as marking an epoch in the growth of vegetables in the Yukon 
country. In former years fine potatoes have been grown in very small quan- 
tities. None to speak of have been in the market. Now it is predicted that the 
acreage for next year will be so large as to cause a wonderful diminishing of the 
potato shipments from the outside. At any rate it may preclude any possibility 
of a summer shortage such as now exists in the local market in Dawson. 

There is a movement on foot which, if carried out, will result in the peopling 
of Alaska by Norwegians, Finns and Swedes. The plan as outlined by James 
G. Woodworth, traffic manager of the Pacific Coast Company, is to send 
photographers into Alaska, and later competent lecturers, equipped with stereop- 
ticon views made from these photographs, will be sent to European countries 
and a vast tide of immigration will be turned Alaskaward and the country 
transformed. Mr. Woodworth states that it is not possible, under the present 
land laws of the United States, to offer to the emigrant sufficient inducements 
in the way of acquiring title to Government lands in Alaska, and until these 
laws are remedied the agricultural resources will remain undeveloped. The 
greater portion of the southeastern coast is capable of cultivation and in the 
Tanana and Copper River valleys alone there are over a million acres of fine 
low land in which all of the hardier cereals may be successfully raised. In Rus- 
sia, Norway and in Sweden the conditions, so far as climate is concerned, are 
much harsher and yet these countries contribute largely to the support of their 
great population. 

But this of course concerns the future of Alaska. As to the present, inas- 
much as nearly all comers must depend, directly or indirectly, on mining, it 


. should be kept in mind by investors that while pay dirt is widely distributed 


and in some cases very rich, the deposits about Nome do not compare with the 
great ore veins in the Sierras or the famous Witwatersrand. The Nome country 
has offered more inducements to the individual miner than to syndicates. The 
owner of a claim does not depend on much capital for its development, and 
therefore while increasing fortunes are being yielded by this country, it is what 
is known as a “poor man’s diggings.”

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THE WEST, AND TRANS-PA CIFIC COMMERCE. 


Since the American acquisition of the Philippines and the entry of the 
United States into old-world politics through the gates of the far East, the 
attention of the financial world has been directed more actively than ever before 
to the western states and Trans-Pacific Commerce. Publicists, captains of indus- 
try and statesmen concur in the prediction that the awakening of Asia and its 
trade with America will create on the Pacific Coast of this continent a new 
empire of civilization. States whose valleys are of unrivaled fertility and whose 
mountains are stored with gold and silver and covered with vast forests of val- 
uable timber will soon, it is confidently believed, boast of millions in population 
where the census returns now enumerate a few hundred thousand. 

President James J. Hill, of the Great Northern Railroad and other lines. 
whose great and increasing fortune attests his careful judgment, is sanguinely 
building ships and equipping his railroads in preparation for the volume of 
trade across western waters, which he prophesies will be enormous. 

John Barrett, ex-minister to Siam, recently appointed commissioner-general 
to Asia, Australia and the Philippines for the St. Louis World’s Fair, has made 
a profound study of Asiatic conditions and the relations to America and particu- 
larly to the Pacific Coast. The commonwealths of Oregon and Washington, he 
states, are looking out across the Pacific for the fruition of the greatest material 
hopes, “while every section in America,” he adds, “will be benefited in this new 
Asiatic era, the Pacific Coast sees a future before it that would never come if we 
neglected the Oriental markets. What, moreover, benefits San Francisco, Port- 
land, Seattle, Tacoma, Los Angeles and San Diego, will in turn benefit Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cleveland, New York, Boston and Philadelphia. 

“The late President McKinley had the West in mind in his speech at the 
Buffalo Exposition. He referred to the new lines of steamers in commission 
on Pacific waters, and urged the building of the Isthmian Canal and the con- 
struction of a Pacific cable. 

“Our industrial enterprises, which have grown to such great proportion, 
affect the homes and occupations of the people and the welfare of the country,” 
said the President. “Our capacity to produce has developed so enormously and 
our products have so multiplied that the problem of more markets requires our 
urgent and immediate attention. Only a broad and enlightened policy will keep 
what we have. No other policy will get more. In these times of marvelous 
business energy and gain we ought to be looking to the future, strengthening the 
weak places in our indust®ial and commercial systems, that we may be ready for 
any storm or strain. 

“By sensible trade arrangements which will not interrupt our home pro- 
duction, we shall extend the outlets for our increasing surplus. A system which 
provides a mutual exchange of commodities is manifestly essential to the con- 
tinued and healthful growth of our export trade.” 
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Not counting Alaska, the United States has a Pacific Coast line of 1,290 
miles. The area (325,645 square miles) of California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton exceeds the combined area (315,933 square miles) of New York, Connec- 
tieut, Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, Vermont, Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina; the population of the three Pacific states numbers only 2,416,692, less 
by more than a million of the population of New York City alone, and the pop- 
ulation of all the eastern states mentioned amounts to 27,508,843. 

The details of this statement may show more clearly how sparsely the far 
West is settled. The area and population of the three Pacific states are:

Thus it will be seen that these combined states with a less area than the 
Pacific empire support a population fourteen times as great as that on the Mex- 
ican coast. 

Massachusetts alone shows a population exceeding by nearly half a million 
that of the three Pacific states, yet the combined area of the Jatter is forty times 
that of the Bay State. : 

The Sunset Magazine, published in San Francisco, in its August number 
says: “Toilers as well as tourists are wanted and welcomed in California. No 
state offers more of comfort and reward in return for expenditure of energy and 
effort. There are thousands of things to be done, and millions are needed to 
do them. There are undeveloped Klondikes in the Sierra, and waiting fortunes 
in field and forest. With ten times its population the big state would not be 
crowded.”

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France with an area less by one hundred thousand square miles than the 
Pacific region, supports a population of over thirty-eight millions, while the 
whole German Empire (211,108 square miles) which could be set down in the 
Pacific states (325,645 square miles) and leave an area nearly three times the 
size of England (50,840 square miles) supports a population of fifty-two millions. 

The less than two and a half millions of inhabitants in the Pacific coast 
states have, therefore, as compared with the Eastern states and European coun- 
tries, only pioneered the way. 

The star of empire, pausing at the Sierras, did not attract the attention 
expected. Harry W. Gilman, one of the managers of the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco, speaking on this topic, remarked: 

“Tt is actually surprising to note the ignorance of California subjects in 
the minds of Eastern tourists who visit the coast for the first time. Conserva- 
tively, there have been not less than $5,000,000 expended in the most beautifully 
illustrated literature of the state, within half a dozen years, but so great is the 
population in the East that apparently but few of these educational tracts have 
fallen into good ground. ‘The average eastern man hasn’t time to read any- 
thing but the newspaper. Suddenly he makes up his mind to come to Cali- 
fornia. Wants to make the round trip in ten days and see it all. Is surprised 
and astonished when he finds that Los Angeles and San Francisco are not within 
street car distance of each other. Asks if he can get a car to the Yosemite and 
if the geysers are working. Wants to do San Diego, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco in a couple of days and take in the country incidentally as he goes along. 
This man knows that California has the Palace, Coronado and Del Monte hotels ; 
the seal rocks and the Cliff House; a few big trees, presumably in the yard of 
one of the hotels—and that’s all. That’s been the general idea until the past 
year or two.” : 

This condition of things has been changed. The first chapter in the new 
West’s development began when Hawaii came knocking at the Golden Gate; 
the second when Dewey sank the Spanish fleet at Manila. Now the commercial 
world has awakened to the possibilities of trans-Pacific commerce, and home- 
seekers, by the tens of thousands, are finding their way to the fertile valleys 
beyond the Sierras and Cascades. Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, Spokane 
and other western cities are bustling with new life. 

“Few people in the East comprehend what is now transpiring on the Pacific 
Coast and how rapid from this time on will be its progress. On the shores of 
Puget Sound there is now building a city destined soon to become one of the 
great cities of the earth,” says a writer in the New York Commercial. 

Western Washington has the finest forests in the world; her fir trees, which 
grow from 150 to 300 feet in height and from 4 to 16 feet in diameter, have 
more strength than the oak of the Atlantic coast; her cedar trees furnish the 
best shingles known to commerce; the extent of these forests is so great that 
it is estimated, much as is being cut every year, that the supply will last 100 
years, and then new trees will have grown, making the supply almost inex- 
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haustible. Between the Cascades and the Sound the soil is the richest known. 
In some places the loam is forty feet deep. On it crops of hay, hops, rye, barley 
and oats are unprecedented. In Eastern Washington, whose metropolis is Spo- 
kane, the wheat lands are so rich in soda and potash that the yield per acre is 
greater than that of any other state. This year it is estimated 25,000,000 bushels 
of wheat will be raised, and as the richness of the soil is becoming more and 
more known and the population increasing, it is fair to suppose within ten years 
the production will be 100,000,000 bushels. Washington possesses what no other 
state on the Pacific Coast has, viz., large fields of coal. She bids fair also to 
be a large producer of the precious metals. The extent of her fisheries also is 
great. Seattle is the base of supplies for the rapidly growing needs of Alaska. 
The enterprise of her merchants and the tact of her newspapers have given her 
a footing in Alaska, which is daily growing stronger. Nearly every miner in 
Alaska looks forward to the time when, having secured a competence, he can 
go to Seattle and build a home for himself and family. Seattle is to him his 
heaven on earth. Alaska, that great empire, larger in extent than all of the 
United States east of the Mississippi River, teeming with mineral wealth and big 
in agricultural possibilities, will be a great source of revenue to Seattle. 

In the southern part of the coast the outlook is equally promising. For 
example, in the statistical review made by the Construction News for July, Los 
Angeles is ranked in ninth place in a table of building statistics of nineteen 
leading American cities. The increase over the corresponding month of last 
vear is 55 per cent, as shown by the following figures: July, 1900, number of 
buildings, 148, cost $227,730; July, 1901, number of buildings, 203, cost $324,- 
287. In this record Los Angeles is distanced in percentage of increase by Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, St. Louis, Washington, D. C., Atlanta, St. Paul, Cleveland 
and Allegheny. In commenting upon the showing the Los Angeles News says: 
“Tos Angeles feels the effects of her oil boom and the building operations in that 
city are on the increase each month.” 

Portland, Ore., is also enjoying the awakening. The Lewis and Clark 
Centennial and American Pacific Exposition, to be held in that city in 1905, 
is fast becoming known throughout the East. It will not be a local affair, but 
will be participated in by the United States, British Columbia and the Oriental 
countries. The aim of this exposition will be to celebrate the opening of the 
pathway to the Northwest and the object to better acquaint the thousands of 
seekers for investment with the golden opportunities along the Pacific slope. 
With several lines of railroads running into Portland from every direction, with 
lines of steamers from all over the world, there is offered every advantage to 
those who go as visitors or concessionaires to Portland in 1905. 

San Francisco is experiencing the greatest prosperity and activity in its 
remarkable career. The Hon. M. H. de Young says: “Despite our labor troubles 
the reports of our city savings banks show that the prosperity of our laboring 
classes is constantly on the increase. On August 11, 1900, there were deposited 
in the savings banks of this city $120,480,927.70; on December 30, 1900, $124,- 
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580,434.81; on August 17, 1901, $127,938,469.49. While the thrifty working- 
men are by no means the sole owners of savings deposits, and probably not even 
the principal owners, it is nevertheless true that they are large depositors, and 
that a steady increase of savings deposits is unerring evidence of general pros- 
perity, in which workingmen always share, and that conditions under which 
workingmen cannot save money cannot endure long without the consequences 
appearing in savings banks’ statements. San Francisco was never so prosperous 
as it has been during the past two years.” 

Mr. John Barrett, who may be said to be an expert on the West and trans- 
Pacific trade relations, offers the following arguments: 


“The mightiness of America’s commercial opportunity in the Pacific seas 
—not to speak of the development in the North and South Atlantic—is an ear- 
nest appeal for the immediate and legitimate expansion of our merchant marine. 

“The millions of dollars in profits and earnings that are now going to for- 
eign vessels should come to American bottoms. In the old days of clipper ships, 
before the Civil War, we bade fair to do the major portion of the carrying trade, 
not only for ourselves but for other nations. The war suddenly checked our 
development and the gradual introduction of low powered steamships com- 
pleted the downfall of our impending maritime supremacy. Although our for- 
eign exports are increasing with astonishing rapidity and rich proceeds are com- 
ing to our manufacturers, merchants and agriculturists, capitalists and wage 
earners, there is always the threatening possibility of the glut of those foreign 
markets which now consume the major portion of our exports. The necessity, 
therefore, of first studying and then exploiting the vast markets of lands and 
peoples bordering on the Pacific is most apparent. With the tremendous activity 
and rush that is now found in the factories and stores of Chicago and other 
cities, too little attention—perhaps due to too little spare time—is given to inves- 
tigation of Pacific possibilities and opportunities. 

“Some facts and figures may appear startling, but true. Without taking 
into consideration the Pacific states of North or South America, we find that 
there are debouching directly on the Pacific Ocean nearly 600,000,000 people, 
who are buying and selling, and who must be supplied with the wants which 
grow so rapidly as they come more and more in contact with the American and 
the European world. The foreign trade of these millions, while yet in its 
infancy, exceeds $2,000,000,000. ’ 

“This total is enormous and yet it only represents a per capita commerce of 
$3.33. Supvosing we place its limit in twenty-five years at $5. which is prob- 
ably too small in view of Japan’s present per capita rate of nearly $7, and of 
the United States at $25 or more. This raises the sum total to $3,000,000,000, 
of which at a reasonable estimate America’s share should be one-third, or $1,000,- 
000,000. If steamers averaging one trip in a year, which is over the average 
in trans-Pacific trade, and carrying each time a cargo valued at $200,000, were 
to handle this commerce, we would require an American fleet of 500 large ves- 
sels. At the present time there are not twenty large passenger or cargo steamers 
flying the American flag engaged in the trans-Pacific trade. 

“For the full exploitation of this Pacific field we need the Nicaragua 
Canal, but engineers tell us it cannot be constructed in less than ten or twelve 
years. It is not even yet authorized by act of Congress. Tet us devote these 
ten or twelve years to developing our merchant marine. Then on the completion 
of this mighty waterway we can enter into the fruition of our efforts to control 
Pacific commerce. Perchance the present Shipping Bill, if it passes Congress,

will be a preparation for this command of the seas when the Atlantic and 
Pacific will be joined by this canal. Supposing the canal costs $200,000,000, 
that sum does not equal either the loss to American commerce that will accrue 
during its period of construction or the gain that will immediately follow its 
completion. China’s present foreign commerce amounts to $333,000,000 for 
her 400,000,000 people, or less than $1 per capita. China’s resources are far 
greater and more varied than those of Japan and the Chinese people are naturally 
as ready and shrewd in trade as the Japanese. If, therefore, the Japanese under 
progressive administration, have developed in thirty years their foreign trade 
from less than $1 to over $7 per capita, it is fair to use at least the rate of $5 
per capita to estimate China’s foreign commerce in thirty years, if progressive 
administration and opening of her interior shall be her fortunate fate. Multiply 
400,000,000 by 5 and we have the grand total of China’s foreign trade in 1931 
measured by $2,000,000,000. Careful study of China’s exports and imports, 
moreover, discloses the fact that in the division of this trade among the nations 
of the world, the United States would gain the lion’s share. 

“The question before the American people is this: Shall we not now 
commence in earnest to build a fleet of merchant vessels that will grow in num- 
bers and tonnage as the trade of China grows, or shall we let the exchanging 
cargoes be carried in Japanese, British, German, French and Russian steamers? 

“Sometimes the statement is made that the Chinese have not the buying and 
selling capacity to warrant these prophecies of their future trade. The best 
experts agree that the Chinese are by nature born merchants, and if given an 
equal opportunity with other countries, under the protection of a progressive 
government and with the interior of the mighty empire open to the world, would 
surpass the remarkable record of Japan during the last thirty years, which is 
in itself marvelous. To use reliable data, however, to prove the Chinese capacity, 
let us note the commercial history of the wide rich valley of the Yangste, which 
corresponds in China to the Mississippi Valley of the United States. 

“When that resourceful section of China was first opened up for trade with 
America and Europe, some sixty years ago, one little side wheel steamer carried 
all the Chinese wanted to buy of the outer world, from Shanghai—the New 
York of China—700 miles up the Yangste to Hankow—the Chicago of China. 
This same little steamer brought down from Hankow to Shanghai all that the 
Chinese wanted to sell to the outer world in one year. The value of this com- 
mercial exchange did not exceed in these early days $100,000. 

“Moreover, our consuls who first went to China predicted that the trade of 
the Yangste Valley would never exceed $20,000,000. Now what is the record 
of the business there? In the year 1900 the foreign commercial exchange of 
trade in this same Yangste Valley was valued at $200,000,000, and you can travel 
from Shanghai to Hankow, way into the heart of China, on steamers as large 
and as fast as those which would take you from New York City to Albany on 
the Hudson, or on Long Island Sound from New York to Fall River. In addi- 
tion to this there is a great fleet of ocean steamers, drawing from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet of water, going up the Yangste River and loading for ports in 
foreign countries. 

“This condition exists with only a few treaty ports open to trade. When all 
the cities on this river are open to foreign commerce and when the interior is 
developed with railroads, the commerce of the Yangste Valley alone would exceed 
$1,000,000,000. 

“America’s trade with China, including Hong Kong, now amounts approxi- 
mately to $45,000,000, which is nearly 100 per cent increase over the average 
annual trade a decade ago, and yet America has only begun to exert herself in 
the competition to control Asiatic markets. I may be called an enthusiast, but 
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I expect to live to see the day when our trade with China shall be valued at 
$450,000,000 instead of $45,000,000. When some six years ago, as United 
States minister to Siam, I began in official reports, in letters to newspapers, and 
in review and magazine articles to urge upon American manufacturers, mer- 
chants and exporters the necessity of developing the trans-Pacific markets, I was 
ridiculed and pooh-poohed by the men and papers which today are exhorting the 
people to realize the value of the field. So please do not be too sure that I 
am too radical and optimistic. The people, the land, the resources, the buying 
and selling capacity are there, and America should lead in the world’s compe- 
tition to supply the demands of China’s millions and to buy their exports which 
are needed in our manifold material progress. 

“One or two illustrations of the expansion of our exports to China will prove 
the potentialities of the market. Ten years ago America was barely selling 
$1,000,000 of manufactured cotton goods to the people of Cathay. In 1900 our 
sales reached $10,000,000, or an increase of 1,000 per cent. This is the more 
significant in view of the fact that all the goods were sold in a small portion of 
Northern China—and we have not begun to exploit the larger field. It is not 
appreciated in the North and Central West of America that industrial prosperity 
of the South has been influenced largely by the growing markets in China for the 
coarse cloths manufactured now in that fair portion of our land. Experts pre- 
dict that our sales of manufactured cottons in China will grow to $50,000,000 
in fifteen years or less. At present five-sixths of these cotton goods exports are 
being carried in British bottoms from New York by way of the Suez Canal. 

“The demand of China for our flour is surpassing the expectations of all 
who have studied the field. I believe that I indulge in no idle prediction if I 
say that the time is coming when the Asiatic market for flour and wheat will 
make the West independent of the Liverpool market. Last year at a reasonable 
valuation we sold $6,000,000 worth of flour to the Asiatics—which represents an 
increase of 200 per cent over ten years ago. A very small portion of China’s 
millions have as yet learned to eat American flour, but judging from present 
prospects and tendencies they will be consuming in ten years more all the sur- 
plus product of California, Oregon and Washington. 

“Three-fourths of this flour went across the Pacific in British bottoms. The 
city of Portland, Ore., increased its flour shipments 1,600 per cent in ten years, 
but nearly all of it was carried in steamers flying alien flags. 

“The list of articles, products and commodities which are showing a marked 
increase is large and interesting. It shows that Asiatic markets will alike help 
Chicago, New York, New Orleans and San Francisco, and the whole land will 
benefit by their development.” 


The prosperity of the Pacific Coast and its awakening to its opportunities 
in the Far East are in keeping with and a part of the universal progress of the 
United States. Not only in national renown and power, but also in the expan- 
sion of our trade, we have come to take front rank among the nations of the 
world. 


LIABILITY FOR ASSESSMENT. 


An assignee for the benefit of creditors of a stockholder in a national bank 
is bound to pay an assessment levied by the receiver, after its insolvency, as 
provided by the Revised Statutes, U. S., paragraph 5151, which makes the stock- 
holder of a national bank individually responsible for the debts of the bank. 
The rule is not changed, because the assessment is levied after the assignment. 
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According to the statistics of The Economist of London the total paid-up 
capital of all the joint-stock banks of the United Kingdom amounted on June 30th 
last to £77,879,000. At the corresponding date last year the total was £77,176,- 
000, so that there was an increase during the twelve months of £703,000. This 
increase was wholly in the capital of the English banks, no change having taken 
place in the capitalization of the banks in either Scotland or Ireland, and it is 
in the main due to the amalgamations that were completed during the year. 
It is true that during that period existing joint stock banks increased their capi- 
tal by £1,488,000, whereas the capital of the joint-stock banks which, in conse- 
quence of the amalgamations ceased to have a separate existence, was only a little 
over £700,000. But, in addition, a number of private banks were also taken over, 
and their capital, which may be set down at about £1,000,000, was replaced by 
issues of new shares to a somewhat smaller amount by the absorbing joint stock 
institutions. The Leicestershire Banking Company, with a capital of £440,000, 
and Moore and Robinson’s, with a capital of £204,000, are the two most important 
of the joint-stock banks that have disappeared from the list during the year 
through amalgamations; while amongst the private banks the chief change to 
be recorded is the amalgamation of William Williams, Brown, Janson & Com- 
pany with Lloyds. The principal additions to capital during the year were made 
by the London City and Midland, £321,000; the Capital and Counties, £210,000; 
Lloyds, £192,000; the Manchester and Liverpool District, £125,000; the London 
and Provincial, £100,000; Parr’s, £93,000; Barclay & Co., £89,000; and the 
York City and County, £80,000. A new bank, the Palatine, with a capital of 
£62,500, which did not appear in the list last October, as its first balance-sheet 
had not been issued up to that date, is now included; but, on the other hand, 
the Cheque Bank, with a capital of nearly £58,000, has gone into liquidation. 
Considerable additions were also made during the year to reserves, the total 
amount of proprietary funds held by the joint-stock banks and those of the 
private banks that publish accounts being increased during the twelve months 
from £129,119,000 to £130,816,000, an augmentation of £1,697,000. 

The average market premium on the shares of the English banks which last 
October stood at 241 per cent, has now fallen to 235 per cent, but the greater 
part of this drop occurred in the first half of the period, the decline in the past 
six months having been comparatively slight. The Scotch banks present a dis- 
tinctly more favorable record, the average premium on their shares having risen 
from 215 per cent last October to 235 per cent, but in their case there was a good 
deal of leeway to make up, as they fell pretty sharply at the time of the whisky 
crisis, and even now they are not quite so high as they were in October, 1899. 
The Irish banks stand just where they did twelve months ago, a slight gain in 
average market value which they secured in the first six months having been 
subsequently lost. 
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The deposits of the English joint-stock banks amounted on June 30th last 
to £634,400,000 as compared with a total of £620,200,000 at the corresponding 
date in 1900. They thus show an increase of £14,200,000, .of which about 
£4,300,000 is in the deposits of the Bank of England. If, however, comparison 
be made with the end of 1900, it is found that while the deposits of the Bank 
of England are £9,000,000 higher than they then were, those of all the other 
banks combined are about £5,000,000 less. And it has to be remembered that as 
there are now included in the accounts of the joint-stock banks some millions of 
deposits that formerly were embraced in those of the private hanks that have 
been amalgamated, the actual growth is less than these figures indicate. The 
Scotch banks increased their deposits by £3,700,000, but of this growth all but 
£200,000 took place in the first six months; and in the case of the Irish banks 
an increase of £1,700,000 in the first half of the year was followed by a decrease 
of £1,000,000 in the second half, reducing the net gain on the year to £700,000. 
Altogether the joint-stock banks of the United Kingdom held deposits at the end 
of June last to the amount of £791,300,000, that being £18,200,000 more than at 
the like date last year, and £3,100,000 in excess of the total on December 31, 1900. 


ENGLISH BANK PRECAUTIONS. 


The recent attempts of a gang of American swindlers to victimize the Lon- 
don banks have drawn attention to the remarkable precautions which banking 
houses take against fraud. Every employe, from the office boy to the manager, 
has to take an oath on entering the bank that they will not divulge the business 
of the establishment, except under compulsion of law. And they are not allowed 
to forget this oath, for every year the entire staff is assembled in the board room 
to hear the oath read over. The effect of this precaution has been admirable. 

There is also great care exercised to prevent fraud by means of worthless 
securities and promissory notes. In almost every bank there is a department 
devoted to scrutinizing all notes which may be deposited for this purpose. These 
records, which have been compiled after years of collections, show the standing 
of almost every firm in London. Many a business house would be dismayed 
if they knew that practically all their most cherished secrets were known to the 
bank. Reference to these records will indicate at once whether the firm con- 
cerned has at any time dishonored a bill, and so the bank is able to gauge the 
value of the securities offered, say, for a loan for three months. 

These are merely a few of the precautions adopted, but they will serve to 
give some idea of the constant and unremitting care taken to prevent fraud. 
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“ TRUSTS”’—VI1I. LABOR AND CAPITAL IN PRO. 
DUCTION AND MANUFACTURE. 


One of the difficulties in the way of legislation to prohibit combination in 
the so-called restriction of trade is the labor union. 

Onerous burdens confront the legislator in the definition of terms when he 
essays the task of directing trade. 

Take the word restriction, what does it mean? If the volume of output 
be concerned can it be shown that the consolidated corporation manufactures less 
goods than the separate plants did? Is there not every reasonable prospect that 
the mighty “trust” will enter the world’s markets and thus increase production ? 

If restriction be applied to the individual, can it be shown wherein the 
“trust” is prohibitive more than the individual? If one man makes a sale of 
goods and supplies a given demand does he not restrict, prohibit all others from 
supplying the same demand? But is it really the seller who prohibits? All 
other men and corporations have the right to make and sell if they can! What 
court has decided the question, and what court will ever declare that successful 
business is prohibition! 

What is more dominating and restrictive than a labor union which fixes 
a schedule of wages and orders a strike to maintain it? 

A “trust,” or monopoly as it is called, is generally defined as a combination 


for the purpose of controlling the production and sale of commodities. Now the 
production of commodities can no more go on without capital than without labor. 
To withdraw labor is to prohibit manufacture that far. And the history of 
strikes is that the inflamed passions of men go farther and try to persuade or 
forcibly deter others from working, in some cases actually destroying property. 
If capital combine to undersell and force small makers to the wall, it is a parallel 
case ? 


Underselling may be carried to unwonted lengths, may be done from base 
motives, may be so flagrantly injurious to general prosperity and individual 
enterprise as to become a great hardship, if it is not in its essence a crime, and 
against the public policy. But when is that point to be determined while under- 
selling is practiced in smaller degree everyday everywhere? Shall a man be 
prohibited from underselling, from putting his own price on his own goods? 
Where shall the line be drawn? Again, though underselling by combination 
destroy one maker or seller it must benefit the consumer. But prehibition of 
manufacture by the labor union helps no one. 

Labor unions have existed probably as long as consolidated corporations. 

Will the labor union be willing to destroy itself in order to accomplish the 
destruction of the “trust?” The policy will lose them, if we may use the 
anachronism, an advantage they long have sought. 

If all labor in steel combined against all capital in steel would not labor 
have the whip-hand? The universal strike will be much more feasible when an 
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industry is consolidated than when it is not. If labor and capital are to arbi- 
trate their seemingly constant differences, arbitration will be much more efficient 
between two wholes than between parts of wholes. If combination is anywhere 
permissible it is to labor. Man is by nature social. And yet consumers and 
voters, the general public, by means of partisan onslaught, is interfering with 
natural commercial consolidation as evidenced by capital, without any intent 
against labor, in fact in the supposed interest of labor! 

Labor that has need of combination also has need of capital whether in 
combination or not. Capital itself implies combination, it is combined labor. 
Only primitive labor can exist without capital. The greater the capital, the 
greater the need for new diversified labor. 

A few labor agitators have gone to the logical end of the “trust” discussion, 
and have said these consolidated corporations are co-operative in truth, and are 
right—only, they say, they should belong to, be owned and operated by, the 
government for the good of all. But will these champions go a step further and 
say that all labor should be owned and operated by the Government, and man 
become the slave of the state? 

The devotee of “equality” has here led himself into a trap, for it is only 
fair that the two agencies of production should alike be controlled by the state, 
but is it necessary. Put all public utilities into the hands of the state, and 
leave labor free, and labor, by combined action, can wrest any price from the 
state for its skill. Put all labor into the hands of the state, along with capital, 
and the man remains a slave, or becomes a traitor, when he strikes, a traitor 
to the state. The soldier asleep on duty, the laborer rebellious where food means 
life, are both traitors. 

It is trite but not the less true to say that labor and capital are allies, not 
enemies. Labor combinations, too, are wary about attacking consolidated cor- 
porations. 

Consumers are alarmed, however, over apprehended high prices. It may be 
shown that these can only be temporary. 

Tabor is the last to feel the effect of rising prices, but it does feel it. If the 
“trust” charges more for goods it can pay more for labor, if it will; and it will 
if it maintains price and profit in the face of competition which that profit will 
induce. Considering definitions adds clarity to argument. Examination of 
economic laws demonstrates the true nature of every industrial enterprise Beneath 
all artificial is natural law, the supreme and final controller of commercial af- 
fairs. There can be no governmental direction of labor that will leave man a 
free agent, and his ambition untrammeled leads to diversity of employment with 
increase in production. And the fact soon appears that a stroke at capital drives 
a rivet in the chain of labor. 

The complexity of economic problems also gives rise to vague generalizations 
and erroneous impressions. 

What appears to be often is not. What does not appear is often most force- 
ful. The careful investigator refrains from prophecy, and guards against abso- 
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luteism in statement. Both the cause and course of commercial movements are 
hidden in the wants and needs of mankind. These movements, however devious 
and conflicting, result in a civilization so magnificent as a whole that the individ- 
ual is nothing by comparison. No country, division of labor, device of law, rich 
corporation, or poor man, is considered in the onward sweep of commercial prow- 
ess. ‘The energy of all men ministers to the happiness of each one. The bank- 
rupt is still heir to all the ages. Trade, with all its diversity and complexity, its 
seeming hardness and selfish greed, is a unit. And while there may be temporary 
depression in one branch, while one man may be borne down by the rising power, 
or one country, all legitimate effort, all helpful production, is lifted up by the 
constant advance. As a whole, the world was never so prosperous as now. 

A politician discussing the “trust” says: “We are told that the industrial 
trust, by means of its monopoly, can reduce the cost of its productions. I think 
that is true. It is true chiefly because it can buy its raw material cheaper, for one 
purpose of the trust is to control the material market, and because it can reduce 
the wage expense.” 

The main fallacy here is in the assumption that the “trust” can control the 
raw-material market. On a surface view, the matter of control would give power 
to fix price. It is'not true that the “trust” is in full “control” but if it were 
would this be true, could it fix price? Let us see! 

As a general rule of trade, stating now the fact not the law, it is the seller 
who fixes price. The “trust” is a buyer of raw material therefore does not fix 
price. 

Again, as a general rule, it is the producer and vender, not the consumer, 
who fixes price. As to raw material the industrial corporation is a consumer and 
hence cannot fix price. 

But it is said that the individual consumer has a power in fixing price in 
the industrial world of manufacture through his ability to do without the article 
or to substitute therefor something else. Now for this very reason as between 
raw material, and the manufacture of it, the element of choice disappears. Raw 
material is raw material. There is no substitute for it. If it is necessary to man- 
ufacture, it must be secured at all hazards. The “trust” has no economic power 
to fix the price of the raw material, it must buy no difference how great its capital. 

The reason no doubt in the mind of the statesman was that the “trust” made 
but one buyer and prices are generally maintained where there are many buyers. 
This appears sufficient. But there is more yet. 

Many sellers and one buyer are still related conversely to each other. The 
“one-buyer” “trust” is regulated in the raw material consumed by the many buy- 
ers of the manufactured product. As long as there is demand behind him he is 
in the market as.a buyer of raw material, not at his own price, but at a price 
created by the relation of supply and demand. 

And here is the universal controller of price as concerns raw material, sup- 
ply and demand, and in relation to all other products which enter into trade. 
Again, the merging of several raw material buyers into one, by means of 
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the consolidated corporation, creates a fixed and constant demand for the product 
which tends to regulate price, which is in the interest of the producer. And this 
also adds a gain to the producer, when for any reason supply falls below the 
demand. 

Thus, the “trust” must operate to its full capacity at all times and secure its 
raw material in scarcity as in plenty, by paying for it what is asked by the seller. 
It cannot fix price more than it can regulate production. And as to the volume 
of manufacture it will not be less than the demand nor more than the capacity 
of the “trusts,” without creating new corporations at once. 

As far as prices are concerned they sink to their lowest level when supply 
and demand in all departments of human industrv are equal. It is the interrup- 
tions between production and consumption which cause high prices, and wherever 
inequality between supply and demand exists in any one part of the progression 
from labor to capital from raw material to completed article, or between the chief 
avocations, such as mining, manufacturing, agricultural, etc., harmony is de- 
stroyed, and price, relative to the parts of the one whole of commerce. is high. 

Herein lies one of the chief benefits of these vast consolidated corporations, 
they cover the market; and by so doing, they regulate, in a degree, supply and 
demand, and thus lower price and steady it. This is the corporation which benefits 
all by even distribution and constant service. 

So that, economically, while the “trust” cannot fix price, at the mere will 
and greed of its managers, it does tend to cheapen the cost of living which is a 
boon to all. And it is a boon therefore to agriculture. 

There are evils in the “trust.” They are, some of them, overcapitalized. 
They are experimental. Every reason exists why they should be managed with 
caution. That they will, if theoretically worthy, result in lower prices is a law 
of economy. But not more sure is this than that they will temporarily raise 
prices, in many instances. They will, often, because they can; and they will, be- 
cause they must, to pay dividends on watered stock, which ultimately will be 
squeezed out by reconstruction; and for the further economic reason that they 
have not yet learned their business, have not learned how to reach the entire 
market at lower cost. 

By regulating supply and demand, the “trust” steadies consumption of raw 
materials, and so far as the products of the farmer enter into industrial manu- 
facture, he, being seller and producer, will be benefited, either by enhanced prices, 
or prices made fair by more extensive averages in price; while, for the imple- 
ments and articles which he uses, he must find them cheaper with relation to his 
own products, cheaper not because he as consumer dictates price but because 
the “trust” being between producer and consumer, as it were. is amenable to 
both the supply of the raw material and the demand for the finished product 
So that, the agricultural population of the West will ultimately find that reduced 
prices of manufactured products will be a benefit to them as producers of the 
foodstuffs of the world which need but little change of form for use.

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COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 


It is gratifying to the citizens of the United States, when rumors of un- 
satisfactory conditions in other countries reach us, to know that the prosperity 
which has so characterized conditions in our own country during the last few 
years shows no sign of abatement. Financial and industrial conditions in cer- 
tain of the European countries have been openly recognized, during the last 
year, as unsatisfactory and an examination of the figures of commerce in many 
of the countries of Europe show a reduction in the present year as compared with 
that of the preceding year. These facts suggest an examination of conditions 
in the United States and a comparison of those of the present moment with 
those of the corresponding period last year, and perhaps of a corresponding 
period at some earlier date—say in 1896, or a half decade ago. 

It is of course impossible to compare conditions, industry by industry, at 
the present time with those of a year or five years ago, but there are a few 
great articles in which we can measure conditions of to-day and compare 
them with the conditions attending these same articles at an earlier period and 
thus get a fair view of their prosperity as compared with that of one or five 
years earlier. 

It is well known that our exports have been, in the present year, larger than 
those of any preceding year and that the figures for the full calendar year 1901 
are likely to excecd those of any preceding calendar year, but exports are not 
the only measure of prosperity. It is well known, for instance, that business 
and manufacturing activity in Germany is not as great at the present time as 
two or three years ago, yet the exports of manufactures from Germany have 
shown, during the last year, a marked increase and this, it is asserted, is due 
rather to the decreased demand at home and the necessity which the manufac- 
turers found of disposing of their surplus at any price in foreign markets. It is 
therefore important to inquire not merely whether our exports are growing 
but whether our manufacturers and home industries generally are as active as 
they were a year or two or five years ago. While it is not practicable to take a 
census of the manufacturing industries every year and while the figures of the 
1900 census of manufaetures have not been completed by the Census Office, it is 
possible to judge, in some degree at least, of the present activity of the manu- 
facturers by comparing their importations of the necessary materials required 
for the conduct of their business with those importations of a year ago or of any 
preceding date. 

In many of the important manufacturing industries of the country at the 
present time, certain articles of exclusively (or almost exclusively) foreign pro- 
duction are used. India rubber, for instance, now enters largely into so many 
of our manufacturing industries, that a study of the quantity now being used 
compared with that of last year, for instance, should give a fair measure of the 
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relative condition of the manufacturing industries in which it enters at the 
present time as compared with a year ago. Raw silk importations also are an 
accurate measurement of the business activity in silk manufacturing in the 
United States, since raw silk is not produced in this country and all of this 
material used by our silk manufacturers passes through the custom houses of 
the United States and it is thus practicable to measure the quantity which they 
are annually using. Pig tin, which is used in the manufacture of tin plate, is 
almost exclusively brought in from abroad, and by comparing the quantity 
brought in to-day with that of earlier years, it is practicable to determine wheth- 
er the tin plate industry is active and its production greater or less than that 
of preceding years. Many other articles of this character for which our, manu- 
facturers rely in part or in whole upon foreign production, offer a means of 
measuring the activity of our manufacturing industries at the present time as 
compared with earlier dates. 

For the purpose of comparing the conditions among manufacturers of to- 
day with those of one year ago, tables have been prepared which show the quan- 
tities of the principal articles imported into the United States for use in manu- 
facturing, which have been imported during the nine months ending with Sep- 
tember, 1901, and comparing these quantities with those of the corresponding 
period of last year. Quantities have been used in this statement rather than 
values, because in many cases there has been such a reduction in price per unit 
of quantity that a statement of importations of these articles, measured by their 
value, would be misleading. In India rubber, for instance, the figures of the 
value of India rubber and gutta percha imported into the United States during 
the first nine months of 1901 are slightly less than those for the corresponding 
period in 1900, which would suggest that the manufacturers in lines using crude 
rubber were less active in the later than in the earlier period, but an examina- 
tion of the figures showing the number of pounds of crude rubber imported, 
show an increase from 34,493,337 pounds to 40,181,040 pounds, or an increase of 
more than ten per cent, while in value there is an actual decrease. In pig tin, 
which is used in manufacturing tin plate, the figures of value show a slight 
decrease in the first nine months of 1901 as compared with 1900, while the 
number of pounds imported is more than two millions more than was imported 
during the same months of 1900. In raw silk, the figures of value show our 
imports to be practically the same in 1901 as in 1900, while the figures of quan- 
tity show an increase of nearly 25 per cent. The tables in question, it seems 
to me, warrant the conclusion that in the principal manufacturing industries 
the activity in the present year 1901 is quite as great—probabbly greater than 
that of 1900, which was conceded to be the greatest manufacturing year that 
we have had. An additional evidence of the present prosperity in manufac- 
turing is found in the fact that the total imports of the class designated by the 
Bureau of Statistics as “Articles in a crude condition which enter into the 
various processes of domestic industry” shows an increase of about four million 
dollars in the nine months ending with September, 1901, over the same months 
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of 1900. When it is taken into consideration that in many of the articles above 
enumerated, the increase is much greater in quantity than in dollars, the growth 
of this total value of imports of this class seems to fully justify the belief 
that the activity of the manufacturers is greater to-day than a year ago. 

But a measure of the present activity of the manufacturing industries, how- 
ever gratifying, is not the only means by which we can determine the condi- 
tions of general prosperity in the country to-day as compared with earlier con- 
ditions, nor is it necessary, in making an inquiry of this kind, to confine that 
inquiry to a comparison of conditions one year ago. Usually we measure these 
great studies by decennial years, since the census figures offer a convenient 
method of making decennial measurements. It is equally interesting, however, 
where practicable, to compare for a less period—say half a decade—and for this 
purpose I have prepared figures showing conditions in 1901 and making com- 
parisons, wherever practicable, with conditions in the same lines in 1896. In an 
inquiry of this kind it is possible to include, for comparative purposes, the fig- 
ures of production, prices, imports and exports, money in circulation, condition 
of banks, operations of clearing houses, failures, operation of railway and 
telegraph companies, work of the postoffice department, and many other factors 
in our national life and activity which show, by comparing the figures of to-day 
with those of five years ago, something of the relative activity and prosperity in 
this year, 1901, as compared with 1896. 

The table which follows presents this comparison between conditions in 
1896 and 1901 in such articles and classes of business as can be measured by 
statistics of each year or a given date in each year. They show a remarkable 
prosperity in business conditions in 1901 as compared with 1896. The coin- 
age of the United States mints, it will be seen, was more than $136,000,000 in 
1901 as compared with $71,000,000 in 1896; the coinage of gold $99,000,000 
in 1901 against $47,000,000 in 1896; the number of national banks 4.178 in 
1901 against 3,689 in 1896; individual deposits in national banks $2,941,837,- 
429 in 1901 against $1,668,413,508 in 1896; deposits in savings banks $2,449,- 
547,885 in 1900 against $1,907,156,277 in 1896; clearings of clearing houses in 
June, 1901, $10,105,682,830 against $4,293,849,254 in June, 1896; money in 
circulation $2,177,266,280 in June, 1901, against $1,509,725,200 in June, 1896, 
and per capita of circulation $28.53 in 1901 against $21.46 in 1896. 

In other lines of business, manufactures, freight carried on railways, busi- 
ness of postoffices, prices, imports, exports, production and manufacture of iron 
and steel, etc., conditions are equally favorable in 1901 as compared with 1896, 
as will be seen by an examination of the table which follows:

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One further method of comparing conditions in the United States with 
those of other countries is by the tables which show the imports and exports 
of the principal countries of the world in 1890 and 1900, and the excess of im- 
ports or exports in each case, also the per cent of increase or decrease during the 
decade. It will be found that the figures for the United States show a much 
larger excess of exports over imports than those of any other country, also a 
phenomenally large gain in the decade in exports but an extremely small 
increase in imports.

THE DEBT OF NICARAGUA. 


The interior debt of Nicaragua, on December 1, 1900, amounted to about 
$2,666,000 in gold coin. About $1,800,000 gold of this sum are solely promises 
of the government to pay. The remainder of this debt is secured by a certain 
proportion of the custom house duties on imports and exports. The foreign debt 
of the republic consists of railroad bonds, issued in 1896, amounting at this 
time to about $1,300,000 in gold. This debt bears 6 per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually, and 1 per cent of the principal is annually redeemed by the export 
tax on coffee. The total debt of Nicaragua therefore amounts to about $4,000,- 


000 gold. The railroad bonds, par $100, are now quoted in London at $58 
and $60. 


GERMAN BANKERS ASSOCIATION. 


An important movement has taken place with respect to German banks. 
Recently the bankers of all parts of Germany met in Berlin and organized the 
Central Association of German Banks. The purpose of this association will 
be to bring all existing bankers’ organizations into one general union. The 
mission of the new association will be the dissemination of information among 
the general public as to the nature of banking and stock exchange functions. It 
will also gather and publish statistics relating to these subjects.

NEW YORK TRUST COMPANIES INTERESTED. 





A question has been raised in connection with the administration of laws 
passed by the last New York Legislature, placing a special tax on trust com- 
panies and savings banks, which, if decided as many of the banking officials hold, 
will mean a loss of about $340,000 to the state in the revenue to be derived from 
the first year’s operations of those taxes. The question which has arisen is 
whether interest accrued or securities constituting the surplus fund of a trust 
company, or a savings bank, but which is payable after June 30th, when the- 
tax is levied, is taxable, notwithstanding its non-payment before that date.

I could pursue into detail the faults 
with which our financial system may be 
justly charged, but the matter has been 
presented over and over until the theme 
is badly worn. Permit me, however, to 
summarize into several brief proposi- 
tions an expression of my own financial 
convictions: 

First. I believe it to be most desirable 
that the demand liabilities of the gov- 
ernment known as legal tender notes 
should be put in the way of retirement 
and cancellation. 

Second. I believe that this can be ac- 


complished without any burden of in- 
terest cost to the public treasury. 

Third. I believe that our system of 
bank note circulation can and ought to 
be so modified as to make it more re- 
sponsive to commercial and industrial 
requirements without any increase of 
risk to the bill holder. 

Fourth. I believe that beyond acting 
as a guardian and trustee for the people 
in relation to national banks, the gov- 
ernment’s guaranty to bank note issues 
should cease. 

Fifth. I believe that the public moneys 
in excess of a reasonable working bal- 
ance for daily use should be deposited in 
national banks. That a simple and safe 
system of distribution of funds can be 
devised I have no doubt. 

Sixth. I believe that in periods of na- 
tional peace and prosperity the public 
revenue should be somewhat in excess of 
public expenditure, and that the surplus 
revenue should be applied to the reduc- 
tion of the public debt. 

In the beginning of my remarks I ex- 
pressed the opinion that there is too 
close an intimacy between the govern- 
ment’s finance and our commercial af- 
fairs, and appealed to your memory of 
our history in support of that proposi- 
tion. It is a comfort and satisfaction to 
note that at the present moment the in- 
jurious effect of such intimacy appears 
to be at a minimum. The public treas- 
ury is strong, the public credit is high, 
and at the same time the situation of 
general finance, as represented by bank- 
ing and commercial interests, is most 
satisfactory. 

While British consols drawing 234 per 
cent per annum are quoted at 92, Ger- 
man Imperial 3 per cent bonds at 88%, 
Russian 4s at 102, and French 3s at 102, 
United States 2 per cent bonds are 
queted at 107 and United States 4 per 
cent bonds of 1925 at 138. 

It may throw some light upon this 
comparison so favorable to us if I par- 
ticularize a little. On April 1, 1898, the 
interest-bearing public debt stood at 
$847,366,680. Deducting from this. the 
cash then on hand in the_ treasury 
amounting to $226,166,944, leaves $621,- 
199,755. Incidental to the war with 
Spain, bonds were issued to nearly two 
hundred millions, so that on November 
1, 1899, the interest-bearing debt had 
risen to $1,036,049,020, or deducting cash 















in the treasury amounting to $289,391,- 
540, the debt, less cash, stood at $756,- 
657,480, an increase of $135,457,744 be- 
tween April 1, 1898, and November 1, 
1899. 

On August 1, 1901, the interest-bearing 
debt stood at $985,476,060; less cash in 
the treasury, $327,368,877; making debt, 
less cash, $658,107,188, a reduction of 
$98,550,297; or having now no regard for 
the increased cash in the treasury, we 
find that the face amount of the inter- 
est-bearing debt, which stood on Novem- 
ber 1, 1899, at $1,046,049,020, stands Au- 
gust 1, 1901, at $985,476,000, a reduction 
of $60,572,960. 

But this is only a partial statement. 
Concurrently with this reduction of the 
face of the debt, there has been a reduc- 
tion almost equally great in the amount 
of interest which then burdened the fu- 
ture. Of the moneys coming into the 
treasury during the short period under 
review, $43,582,005 has been used to set- 
tle and discharge interest which would 
otherwise have been a charge upon the 
treasury during the next four to eight 
years. By the use of something more 
than forty-three millions, interest to the 
amount of $54,548,424, was settled—the 
difference of nearly eleven millions be- 
ing a_nominal profit to the treasury. 

This operation was, as you all under- 
stand, incidental to the refunding of a 
portion of the public debt into the new 2 
per cent bonds. To briefly summarize: 
Within two years the principal of the 
public debt has been reduced by the sum 
of $60,572,960; the interest has been an- 
ticipated and settled to the amount of 
$54,548,424—a total reduction of $115,- 
121,384, while the annual cost for car- 
rying the debt in the future has been re- 
duced from $40,347,884 annually. where 
it stood on November 1, 1899, to $29,723,- 
019—a net saving annually of $10,624,- 
865. The cash in the treasury has been 
increased from $289,000,000 on Novem- 
ber 1, 1899, to $327,000,000 on August 1, 
1901—a gain of $38,000,000. On Novem- 
ber 1, 1899, of the money in the treas- 
ury $100,000,000 in gold was regarded as 
a traditional reserve for the redemption 
of the legal tender notes. On March 14, 
1900, by solemn statute. $150,000,000 was 
specifically pledged to this purpose and 
abundant power placed in the hands of 
the secretary of the treasury to restore 
the amount should it become impaired. 
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The Financial and Commercial Future 
of the Pacific Coast, by P. C. Kauffman, 
cashier Fidelity Trust Company, Ta- 
coma, Wash.— 

The twentieth century opens for the 
United States with its industrial machin- 
ery adjusted to the production of wealth 
on a scale of unprecedented magnitude. 
The nations of Europe and the world at 
large are constantly becoming more and 
more dependent upon us, not only for 
raw material, but also for manufactured 
products; and it may be confidently as- 
serted that because of our central posi- 
tion between the Atlantic and Pacific sea- 
boards, because of our excellent trans- 
portation facilities, our varied and inex- 
haustible resources, and the steadily in- 
creasing dependence of the world upon 
us for the necessities and even many of 
the luxuries of life, the United States is 
destined to become the greatest com- 
mercial power of the commercial age, 
the twentieth century. 

To obtain this pre-eminence, the 
United States must enter this field of 
commercial activity through her Pacific 
coast. 

With Hawaii the key to the commerce 
of the Pacific, and the Philippines the 
gateway to the Orient, both in our hands, 
fate or a kind Providence has given us 
two most important and valuable aids 
for the attainment of this glorious goal. 

The question of the wisdom of the pol- 
icy of expansion has been settled for- 
ever; it is no longer even a debatable 
one. Our flag has been raised in the 
Philippines, and, thank God, it is there 
to stay. Under its benign influence will 
come all the blessings of a civilized free 
government, the enlightenment of educa- 
tion, the establishment of equal rights 
for man and woman, the development of 
the latent riches of these islands, and 
the expansion of a Christian civilization 
that ever follows the flag of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. 

Christianity and Christian teaching 
are just as real factors in the mental and 
moral equipment of the highest civiliza- 
tion as any of the philosophical or scien- 
tific processes that have gone to build 
up the general result. It takes, then, no 
prophet to state that if the people of the 
United States will but awaken to a full 
realization of the grandeur of their des- 
tiny and the greatness of their oppor- 
tunities, they will settle down to a de- 
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velopment of the commerce of the Orient 
that will ere many years re-establish our 
merchant marine, cover the Pacific with 
our white-winged birds of commerce, es- 
tablish on the Pacific coast commercial 
emporiums that will rival any in the 
world, and pour into our treasuries the 
riches of Golconda. 

It would indeed be a work of superero- 
gation on my part to attempt to demon- 
strate to you the importance of the part 
the banker must play in this great com- 
mercial expansion. 

If transportation facilities constitute 
the one leg with which commerce strides 
from nation to nation, banking facilities 
constitute the other, without which com- 
merce would be lame and halting indee”. 
That the assured development of our 
oriental commerce will see a most re- 
markable enlargement of the banks and 
banking facilities of the Pacific coast is 
a self-evident proposition. 

I wish, however, to take advantage of 
this opportunity to state again what I 
have frequently urged in other places. 
It seems to me that the most important 
step that should be taken by congress, to 
enable the United States to attain all 
the advantages arising out of a constant- 
ly expanding commerce, is to enact the 
necessary legislation authorizing the 
establishment of international banks, 
with headquarters in New York and 
branches in all the leading commercial 
cities of the globe. Such a bill has been 
pending in congress for years, but owing 
to the fact that many congressmen think 
that any measure tending to extend 
banking facilities is legislation in favor 
of a privileged class, it still slumbers in 
the committee to which it was referred. 
It would seem as if such a 
should be especially deserving of the sup- 
port of congressmen and senators of the 
Atlantic and Pacific seaboard states, 
when the volume of our trade with the 
South American states and the Orient is 
considered, for its passage will at once 
signify that we intend no longer to be 
dependent upon European banks for our 
international monetary transactions. 

The Medium of Exchange and the 
Banking Function, by A. B. Stickney, 
president Chicago Great Western Rail- 
way Company— 

Would that I had the ability to arouse 
the American people to the importance 
of a banking system! In panic after pan- 


measure, 
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ic they have suffered, but their minds 
seem to be possessed with the fatalism 
of the Turk—‘it is the will of Allah!” 
But I say it is not the will of God which 
produces’ panics. History abundantly 
proves that such panics as occurred in 
this country in 1837, 1857, 1873 and 1893 
are preventable by a known system of 
banking. 

This system of banking originated in 
Scotland, separated by only an imagin- 
ary line from the then independent and 
isolated banks of England. The superi- 
ority of the system was demonstrated 
through commercial crisis after crisis, 
in all of which the Scotch banks remain- 
ed solvent and continued the exercise of 
the banking function, while the inde- 
pendent banks of England suspended the 
banking function and fell like rows of 
bricks. 

In 1825 a parliamentary commission 
developed the fact that in the panic of 
1793 upwards of a hundred English 
country banks had failed. In seven 
years, 1810 to 1817, six hundred failed, 
and in the panic of 1825, up to the date 
of the inquiry, twenty-six failures had 
taken place. The banks which failed 
paid but a small percentage of their in- 
debtedness. Before the same commis- 
sion, Mr. Gilchrist, a manager of one of 
the Scotch banks, testified that within 
his recollection only one Scotch bank 
had failed, and it immediately paid four- 
teen shillings on the pound, and ulti- 
mately paid all its liabilities. 

The superiority of the system having 
been thus proven, by a gradual process 
of amalgamation of independent banks, 
the system was introduced into England, 
and the superiority of the system over 
the want of a system in the United 
States has since been demonstrated. 

In the great panic of 1837-1838 more 
than a thousand banks, practically all 
the banks in the United States failed. In 
England and Scotland not a bank failed. 
In 1856 nearly every bank in the United 
States closed its doors and went out of 
business, and but few of them ever re- 
sumed. There was a great commercial 
crisis in Great Britain, but not a bank 
in England or Scotland failed. Again in 
1878 a great many banks in the United 
States failed, but there were no bank 
failures in Great Britain, except the City 
of Glasgow Bank, which had been prac- 
ticing fraudulent methods for years. 
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In the panics of 1890-1893, which are 
now fresh in the memory, when bank 
after bank failed in the United States 
and all the banks in New York City sus- 
pended payments and only certified their 
customers’ checks, there was not a bank 
failure in Great Britain. And more, 
there was not a day when any bank in 
Great Britain refused to extend its usual 
credits without unusual restrictions, ex- 
cept for about a week in 1890, at the 
time of the Barrings’ failure; they put 
the brake on to the extent of raising 
the rate of interest to 6 per cent. 

This system has been adopted by the 
countries of continental Europe. The 
United States is the only nation in the 
world of commercial importance which 
has not adopted it. It is a remarkable 
fact that during the last panic, while the 
commercial crisis was universal, there 
were no bank panics except in the Unit- 
ed States. In no other country was the 
commercial crisis continued so long, and 
in no other country did the people dis- 
trust the solvency of their banks, and 
in no other country were there bank fail- 
ures. 

But it may be objected that the situa- 
tion is different in a vast area of sparse- 
ly settled country like the United States. 
In reply I will say that along our north- 
ern boundary stretches a country from 
ocean to ocean much more sparsely set- 
tled than the United States. Canada 
possesses a system of banks. In Can- 
ada the same commercial conditions ex- 
isted during the last panic as in the 
United States, but only two unimportant 
banks of the isolated and independent 
order went into liquidation, and not one 
of their systems of banks excited sus- 
picion as to its solvency, and at no time 
during the panic did any of them sus- 
pend the banking function of swapping 
credits with customers. 

In 1893, 1894 and 1895, when the great 
banks of New York City dared not ex- 
tend their credits a cent, the Canadian 
banks advanced millions to move the 
wheat crops of my own state of Minne- 
sota and the state of Dakota. Little 
Canada, with scarcely five millions of 
people, occupying the stingy fringe of 
perpetual ice, with meager agricultural 
resources, few mines and only rich in 
her forests of timber, was able to loan 
the credits to move the abundant har- 
vests of Minnesota and Dakota, solely by 
reason of her system of banking. 
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A banking system for a great nation 
like the United States requires a central 
bank, with a head in the chief commer- 
cial city with branches in each of the 
commercial centers, which shall consti- 
tute the head and the backbone of the 
system. This central bank should be the 
bank of the banks and the bank of the 
government. The sub-treasuries should 
be abolished. The central bank should 
hold the gold reserve of all the banks 
and of the nation. The reserves of the 
other banks should consist of credits on 
the ledger of the central bank. Sub- 
systems should be formed, consisting of 
heads in important commercial centers, 
with branches scattered over the coun- 
try, thus carrying the facilities of great, 
strong, solvent banks to every hamlet 
and cross-road in the country. 

The only legislation required is the re- 
peal of the subtreasury laws, and of the 
provisions of the present national bank 
law which in any manner restrict the 
business of swapping credits, and which 
prevent banks from conducting the bank- 
ing function in more than one locality. 
It would not be necessary, or, indeed, de- 
sirable, to grant the central bank a spe- 
cial charter, with or without  spe- 
cial privileges. The banking business is 
a part of commerce, and commerce is an 
individual, not a governmental, function. 
The commercial bank is a co-worker 
with the merchant, and in the conduct of 
its legitimate business of swapping 
credits should be as free as the mer- 
chant. Grant the banking business this . 
freedom and the system, including the 
central bank, will form itself along the 
lines of the economic laws to which 
alone commerce by right owes allegience. 

Such a system, history conclusively 
proves, has the capacity to continue ex- 
ercising the banking function, and there- 
by sustaining normal values, during the 
fiercest commercial crises. A system 
having such a capacity, in connection 
with the genius for trade possessed by 
the people of the United States, and the 
wealth of its natural resources, may 
make New York, instead of London, the 
chief exchange city of the world, and 
the United States, instead of England, 
the creditor nation of the world—with- 
out it, never. 

Address by James H. Eckels, president 
of the Commercial National Bank of Chi- 
cago— 

I would like much to see the legal ten- 
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der issues of the government not only 
imprisoned but canceled and retired, be- 
cause until they are canceled and re- 
tired and removed permanently from 
the monetary system of the country 
there is always a possibility of their re- 
issue in a form that will be dangerous to 
the financial and monetary interests of 
the country. 

I would like to see not only that done, 
but I would like to see the complete 
abolishment of the subtreasury system of 
the United States. There never was any 
excuse for the establishment of that 
system, except a bare political necessity, 
and there is no possible reason now why 
it should be continued. It stands as a 
menace to the trade and commerce of 
the people of the United States, because 
each day it takes out of the channels of 
trade and commerce much money of the 
country which could be used legitimately 
for the purposes of that trade and com- 
merce and locks it up there to lie in 
wasteful idleness, a menace to the sta- 
bility of business and a source of recur- 
ring danger to the financial interest of 
all the people. 

So I believe the legal tender ought to 
be canceled and I believe the subtreasury 
system ought to be abolished. I would 
go a step farther than the secretary of 
the treasury in dealing with the surplus 
revenue of the government of the United 
States. I agree with him perfectly that 
the revenues of the government consti- 
tute a surplus over and above a working 
capital. If the government needs any 
working capital at all it ought to be 
with the banks, to daily go through the 
channels of trade and commerce and be 
an aid instead of a detriment to the 
proper conduct of business. 

But I would go still further. 


that surplus. I would leave those rev- 
enues with the people uncollected. I 
wou.d restrict the revenues of the gov- 
ernment to a bare point where the credit 
of the government at all times could be 
properly maintained, and the rate of tax- 
ation reduced to the very smallest point 
possible. 

There never was a time when economic 
questions of great interest could so well 
be discussed as at present. There never 


I would 
see to it that the surplus of the govern- 
ment be restricted to the very smallest 
point possible, instead of taking unnec- 
essary revenues from the people to swell 
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was a time in the history of the coun- 
try when there was such great prosper- 
ity, so far reaching in its character and 
so stable in its make-up. There never 
was a time when the credit of the coun- 
try stood higher, or the credit of the in- 
dividual at home and abroad was great- 
er. We have entered not only into the 
politics of the world, but we have en- 
tered into the world’s great financial and 
monetary operations. We have for our 
manufactures the markets of the world, 
and where once American enterprise has 
gathered to itself a market American 
genius always retains it. We have en- 
tered upon the world’s financial opera- 
tions, and this country, rapidly passing 
from a desert nation, sees the nations of 
the old world seeking her and asking 
that we, a people not long since in dire 
distress, aid them in undertakings upon 
which they have entered. We have, in 
addition, an administration that com- 
mands the confidence of our people and 
the admiration of the world. With an 
administration strong in the affections 
of the people, wise in the policy it 
adopts, conservative in its utterances 
upon public questions and careful in its 
acts, there is no reason why we might 
not well, within the period of the im- 
mediate life of that administration, dis- 
cuss with care and conservatism and 
frankness, every public question, for in 
such discussion, always having in mind 
to do the right thing, must rest the sta- 
bility of our government and the pres- 
ervation of the rights of our people. 
Abolish the subtreasury, keep the rev- 
enues of the government to the lowest 
point consistent with credit and _ the 
maintenance of the dignity of the coun- 
try, make the banks the means of car- 
rying on the fiscal operations of the gov- 
ernment; carry with them the unneces- 
sary revenues of the government, always 
maintaining the integrity of our mone- 
tary system, and there remains but a 
single thing to add to the advancement 
and the prosperity of the American man 
of commerce, of the man of labor, of the 
merchant, of the manufacturer and of 
the farmer, and that is in having en- 
grafted onto the national system a note- 
issuing power, which, in and of itself, 
does not depend upon the deposit with 
the government of any bonds for the pur- 
pose of securing that circulation. The 
suggestion is not a new one. It was an 
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old thing before the national bank note 
of today was dreamed of or came into ex- 
istence. It was so well thought of be- 
fore that more than one conservative 
banker of this country hesitated a long 
while as to whether or no it was wise to 
adopt a note secured by a deposit of gov- 
ernment bonds as against a note issued 
by the bank and secured only by the as- 
sets thereof. It is criticised by many as 
a note that might lead to danger and 
speculation and harm. But the man 
who so criticises it either does so because 
he has only a remembrance of what oc- 
curred in the days of wild-cat banking, 
in the days of small banking transac- 
tions, in the days when inter-communi- 
cation was hard, and where the interests 
of the banker or the interests of the peo- 
ple could not be kept track of. It may 
be safely said that it is impossible to 
have an assets currency issued today 
which is not a safe currency. It may 
be further said that by proper restric- 
tion, by proper care, by the accumula- 
tion, if you please, for the present, of a 
safety fund, as suggested by one of these 
conventions, the note so issued, re- 
strained by a proper tax, would never be 
issued in such amount as to cause undue 
speculation or to bring about harm to 
any interest. A note secured by the 
assets of a bank, composed as they are of 
commercial paper, having value back of 
them, certainly is as safe as a note se- 
cured by a bond of the United States 
founded for its value upon the property 
which the people possess. 

The Businessin Foreign Countries Anulagous 
to the Trust Companies in the United States, 
by Charles F. Phillips, President of the Cor- 
poration Trust of Delaware — 

One of the most conspicuous functions 
of our trust companies, apart from such 
as are technically fiduciary, is to gather 
together, whether through interest bear- 
ing accounts, certificates of deposit de- 
bentures or otherwise, the long time 
funds of the community, and those which 
are not regularly needed in the quick 
turn over of daily commerce, and to lend 
them on the pledge of securities, on mort- 
gage or in some equally safe manner, to 
those who require cash for legitimate 
speculation, or who, in construcion or 
development, or with a view to family 
settlements, must expend an amount of 
money which cannot be prudently with- 
drawn from business operations or  ob- 
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tained, without inconvenience or disad- 
vantage, from the outright sale of real 
propery or of special investments. This 
function is most certainly a most use- 
ful one, and in the performance of it 
an immense volume of funds is wisely 
and beneficently employed; but whether 
the trust company discharging it be a 
small one, with two or three millions at 
its service, or a large one, commanding 
fifty or a hundred millions, or even more, 
the policy pursued is, with slight excep- 
tions, always the same. Money is taken 
and lent in blocks of thousands; and the 
larger the blocks, consistently with the 
circumstances of the case and the prudent 
conduct of affairs, the more completely 
the management is satisfied. Depositors 
and borrowers who deal in petty sums 
are respectfully referred to the savings 
banks and the building societies, admir- 
able institutions in their way, but fre- 
quently cumbersome, and, in the scien- 
tific sense, always far from economical. 
But this is not the case in France, and 
there, as the result of a more direct and 
democratic policy, the corporations most 
analogous to our trust companies, such 
as the Societe Generale, the Credit Lyon- 
nais and the Credit Foncier, have ‘ob- 
tained proportions so large as to make 
even the most prosperous of our trust 
companies, and of our banks as well, 
seem very small indeed. 

Let us examine for a moment the meth- 
ods of the Credit Foncier, an institu- 
tion eminently typical, which, alike in 
good times or bad, can easily furnish 
a hundred million of dollars, at substan: 
tially a moment’s notice, to any enter: 
prise or series of enterprises deserving 
it, and whose mortgage loans amount to 
probably not less than five or six hun- 
dred millions of dollars, scattered all 
over France, in sums varying from a few 
hundred to several millions of francs. 
This institution has, of course, a very 
large capital, but one wholly inadequate 
to its immense operations. It has, how- 
ever, so thoroughly proven its devotion 
to the common good by aiding the com- 
munity in detail and the public as a 
body, and by offering, year in and year 
out, to even the humblest dealer the most 
favorable rate for his little deposit and 
the readiest succor in his small wants, 
that, when it needs money, as it often 
does, it can obtain it in unlimited sup- 
ply by the mere issue of its long time 
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debentures on no other security than its 
own reputation, and thus stand prepared 
to advance the funds which build up en- 
terprises that must be slowly developed, 
like railroads and great industrial estab- 
lishments, or to respond to the never 
ceasing demands of the great army of 
workers whose systematic industry and 
thrift, thus supplied with capital, has 
made France, in a broad sense, and in 
proportion to its population, the richest 
country in the world, in spite of wars, 
a vast standing army, heavy taxes, and 
occasional commercial catastrophies like 
that of the Panama Canal. 

The securities which come to this in- 
stitution in virtue of its co-operation in 
the upbuilding of prosperity, and which 
are, no matter what may be the prevail- 
ing conditions, scrutinized by it as care- 
fully as the collateral of a call loan 
would be scrutinized by us in critical 
times, it sells at a slight profit to the 
great public, who, relying on its moral 
guarantee, not only buys, in a single day, 
the whole of each issue, but, in the ma- 
jority of cases, tenders impatiently from 
five to twenty times to the amount of 
the emission. Whoever, during a_ visit 
to Paris, has chanced to enter the Rue 
des Capucines, on an offering day of the 
Credit Foncier, will recall very vividly 
the impression made upon him by an or- 
derly crowd of ten or fifteen thousand 
men and women of almost every class 
and condition, calmly waiting, hour after 
hour, in the hope of getting a small al- 
lottment of the day’s securities, either 
for themselves or those who depend upon 
them, and confiding in the institution 
which they know so well for that wise 
forethought and positive protection which 
widows and minors and cestuis que trust, 
would here have a right to demand from 
the fiduciary corporations which are gov- 
erned by ourselves and our associates. 
When there is question of borrowing in- 
stead of buying, the humblest city house- 
holder, or the remotest farmer owning a 
few hectares of land, is well aware that 
the highly perfected system of this won- 
derful institution will promptly secure 
for him the few thousand, or it may be 
only the few hundred, francs he needs, 
and upon terms as good as can be got 
by the great proprietor who wishes to 
mortgage for millions of frances his vast 
factory, his luxurious hotel, or the wide 
demense of his chateau. He probably 
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does not know what a trust company 
means, but he knows perfectly well, in 
his own way, what a trust company is, 
for his knowledge is drawn from personal 
experience, and, though the trust which 
operates in his favor is not a legal one, 
but is voluntarily assumed and adminis- 
tered without direct authorization, he 
sees that it gives to him the best of se- 
curities as an investment for his savings, 
the highest price when he wishes to con- 
vert his holdings into cash, a constant 
market for whatever he must sell, a 
borrowing capacity which, in the measure 
of his wants, is as good and as certain 
as that of the richest banker, and, above 
all, that assurance of fair treatment and 
watchful interest which permits him to 
get not only what he wants and when and 
where he wants it, but to discharge his 
obligations quickly or slowly as he may 
wish, and either in a single sum or by 
that kindly process of amortization 
through which the principal of a debt is 
paid whilst one seems to be paying only 
the interest.

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ILLINOIS BANKERS DISSENT. 

The Illinois bankers in convention at 
Quincy failed signally to agree in an 
indorsement of the views set forth at the 
recent American Bankers’ convention 
which are outlined elsewhere. George 
C. Harrington of Watseka, I1l., made the 
issue in the following statement in open- 
ing an extended discussion: 

“Within the last few weeks there have 
come to us discussions and the expres- 
sion of opinions which have in view the 
entire abolishment of our present bank- 
ing system, it being pronounced so faulty 
as to need such. For that reason I feel 
that this matter should become para- 
mount in all our discussions, for the 
changes advocated are so radical that it 
means everything for the future of our 
financial system.” 

Speaking of Mr. 
bank scheme he said: 

“And when I consider the dangerous 
influence exerted by the old United States 
bank, a mere grain of sand in financial 
matters as compared with to-day, and how 
it held the lawmakers in its power and 
how its pernicious influences permeated 
the body politic as well as all business 
interests, I stand appalled at the thought 
of a government central bank of to-day, 
with its 4,000 to 5,000 branches, a combi- 
nation represented by figures so great 
that its millions would dizzy the mind to 
contemplate.” 

Mr. Harrington paid his respects to the 
“asset currency” proposition as follows: 

“Under asset currency the securities, 
consisting of thirty, sixty or ninety pa- 
per, would change in such periods. A 
government bond is a permanent securi- 
ty; customers’ notes would not be. The 
keenest bank examiner could not keep 
track of discounts and would not know 
even that such paper was genuine. 
set currency would be banking upon your 
opinion of someone else’s opinion of the 
value of paper sold you by commercial 
brokers. The security of asset circula- 
tion might be paper made at Minneap- 
olis, Denver or Sioux City (of which 
many bankers sorrowfullly know), and 
to carry the point still further the se- 
curity might be a chattel mortgage on 
a herd of Texas cattle. These long-horned 
securities, ruminating upon their promi- 
nence as bank assets, would hardly be 
considered as good as a government bond 
safely locked up in the treasury vaults 
at Washington.

Eckels declares, that ‘a note secured by 
the assets of a bank composed of com- 
mercial paper is as safe as a note se- 
cured by a United States bond.’ Of 
course, I realize that either note has no 
more intrinsic value than a piece of 
waste paper. I realize that the individual 
note of any member of this association 
for a reasonable amount has perhaps 
more tangible or easily reached property 
behind it than the government. You have 
the property that will produce the gold. 
The government has lighthouses, arms, 
forts, guns, warships, which have no 
cash value by sale, but the power of the 
government to levy taxes hardly has 
limit to its strength. 

“The individual who makes commercial 
paper may die, his estate become insol- 
vent and his backing of asset currency 
worthless, yet the government never dies 
nor assigns or pleads exemption. As long 
as the nation lives every dollar of our 
circulation—greenbacks, silver certificates 
and national bank notes—is ever safe.”

RULING ON COLLATERAL. 


The full text of the ruling of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue in the mat- 
ter of the tax on collateral notes, which 
ruling caused much comment in Stock 
Exchange and banking circles is as fol- 
lows: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER OF 
INTERNAL REVENUE, 
Washington, D. C., October 4, 1901. 


Sir: This office is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Mr. E. P. Stair, Cashier of the 
Farmers’ National Bank of York, Pa., 
who presents the following question for 
the consideration of this office. 

Mr. Stair asks whether revenue stamps 
are required when certificates of stock 
(with signed blank power of attorney) 
are given as collateral security with a 
note for money borrowed, said stock be- 
ing held only as security and returned on 
payment of the note. 

Under Schedule A of the Act of June 
13, 1898, in accordance with the opinion 
of the honorable Attorney-General, this 
office ruled July 13, 1898 (see TREASURY 
Decisions, ruling 19685), that where 
stock certificates were given as collateral 
on notes, stamps were not required on 
these certificates, as in the case of actual 
transfer, but they were to be stamped as 
a pledge for the amount for which they 
were hypothecated. 

September 21, 1898 (see TREASURY 
Decisions, ruling 20193), the Attorney- 
General gave an opinion that a collateral 
note, stipulating that certain securities or 
other property should be held as indem- 
nity, or as a basis of credit generally, 
without specifying particular property as 
security for the payment of a definite and 
certain sum of money, was not liable to 
tax under the provisions of the war reve- 
nue act. A ruling was made by this of- 
fice to correspond with this opinion. Sub- 
sequently the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, through the Secretary of the 
Treasury, called the particular attention 
of the Attorney-General to the following 
language in paragraph 1 of Schedule A, 
act of June 13, 1898 (since re-enacted 
without change by the Act of March 2, 
1901): 


Or by any delivery, or by any paper, 
agreement or memorandum, or other evi- 
dence of transfer or sale, whether en- 
titling the owner in any manner to the 
benefit of such stock, or to secure the 
future payment of money, or for the fu- 
ture transfer of any stock, on each one 
hundred dollars of face value or fraction 
thereof, two cents; 
and asked if the delivery of certificates 
of stock to secure the future payment of 
money was not a taxable transaction un- 
der this provision. 

The Commissioner also suggested that 
stock delivered as collateral security for 
the payment of promissory notes was 
more properly taxable under the above 
clause of paragraph 1 of Schedule A than 
under the paragraph relating to mort- 
gage or pledge, as was held under the 
current ruling. 

To this suggestion no response was 
made; but to the question whether the 
paragraph above quoted was not applic- 
able to stock delivered as security for the 
future payment of money, the Attorney- 
General answers as follows (see TREASURY 
DEcIsiIons, ruling 80): 

My opinion is that it would be if the 
delivery of the stock was accompanied by 
any paper or agreement or memorandum, 
or other evidence of transfer such as 
contemplated by the statute. But I can- 
not construe this act to mean that the 
mere hypothecation of certificates of 
stock by depositing the same without any 
written or printed instrument of hypoth- 
ecation, although the same may be held 


, as security for the payment of a loan 


or taken as a basis of credit, is subject 
to stamp tax. 

By the act of March 2, 1901, the tax on 
mortgages or pledges was repealed, to 
take effect on or after July 1, 1901, so 
that the delivery of stock as collateral 
security for the payment of notes is no 
longer taxable as a pledge. The act of 
March 2, 1901, however, re-enacted with- 
out change the first paragraph of Sched- 
ule A of the war revenue act, containing 
the provision relative to the tax on the 
delivery of stock as security for the fu- 
ture payment of money. 

In this state of the law, I am of the 
opinion that under the opinion of the hon- 








orable Attorney-General, above quoted, a 
delivery of stock as collateral security 
for the future payment of money is tax- 
able at the rate of 2 cents for each $100, 
or fraction thereof, provided such deliv- 
ery is accompanied by any paper, or 
agreement, or memorandum, or other evi- 
dence of transfer as required by the stat- 
ute, and I am further of the opinion that 
a so-called collateral note, in which such 
stock should be described with reasonable 
certainty, would be such evidence. 


Please inform Mr. Stair of this con- 
clusion. Respectfully, 
J. W. YERKES, Commissioner.

The conclusion which has been reached 
by those who have carefully examined the 
above is that, if banks have been in the 
habit of either requiring or receiving 
“collateral notes” upon loans made by 
them, it appears certain that they will no 
longer do so. It would seem, however, that 
borrowers could give their promissory 
notes in the ordinary commercial form, 
not describing the collateral hypothecated 
or even mentioning the fact that collat- 
eral had been given, and thus not subject 
themselves to the necessity of affixing 
stamps, even though stock collateral were 
among the security. 


SHOWING OF RESERVE CITIES. 

The magnitude of the national banking 
business, and its growth during a series 
of years, in spite of the encroachment of 
trust companies, is shown in a table 
which embraces the three items of indi- 
vidual deposits, total deposits and loans 
and discounts of all the national banks 
in the thirty-two reserve cities, says The 
Banker of Pittsburg. The totals for the 
national banks outside reserve cities are 
also given, and the aggregate for the 
United States, furnishing the opportunity 
for comparison, and these comparisons ex- 
tend over a series of years from 1893 to 
1901. 

In October, 1893, the total deposits for 
the United States were in round numbers 
$1,817,000,000. Anyone who at that time 
had made the prediction that by the 
middle of July, 1901, this enormous sum 
would be doubled, would have been ranked 
as an extreme optimist. And yet the 
total has more than doubled. within that 
period, now amounting to $4,214,000,000. 
During the same time aggregate loans 
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have increased from $1,843,000,000 to $2,- 
956,000,000. These figures not only mark 
the growth of the national bank business, 
but at the same time are an indication of 
the wonderful recovery and expansion in 
the financial operations of the United 
States. 

Without pointing out in detail the many 
features of the exhibit, we may mention 
one interesting change that has taken 
place. We refer to the relative position 
of the reserve-city banks to all the other 
national banks. In 1893 the deposits, 
individual and total, and the loans and 
discounts of the outside banks exceedea 
the aggregate of the reserve-city banks 
by a very considerable sum. This year, 
however, the reserve-city banks take a 
decided lead in all these items. This is 
not due to the increase in the number of 
reserve cities—although that has had 
some effect—but to the remarkable gains 
at a number of reserve cities, notably 
New York and Pittsburg. 


NEW BANK ORGANIZATIONS. 


The Controller of the Currency has pre- 
pared a summary of returns relating to 
the organization of national banks under 
the provisions of the national currency 
Jaw, as amended by the act of March 14, 
1900, statistics being brought down to the 
close of September, 1901. 

During the 18% months ended Septem- 
ber 30th there were organized 715 banks, 
with capital of $36,582,000, and with a de- 
posit of bonds as security for circula- 
tion of $10,552,750. Included in the num- 
ber of banks are 486, with capital of un- 
der $50,000 each, and aggregate capital 
stock of $12,747,000. Banks of capital 
of $50,000 or over were organized to the 
number of 229, the capital being $23,855,- 
000. While a limited number of the banks 
organized succeeded State or private 
banks placed in liquidation for the pur- 
pose of reorganization, 99 with capital of 
$6,145,000 were conversions of State 
banks. Of the total number of conver- 
sions 68 were with capital of less than 
$50,000 and 31 with capital of $50,000 or 
over. 

In number of organizations the Middle 
States lead, with 224 and capital of $12,- 
055,000; the Southern States organized 
171, with capital of $9,208,000; the West- 
ern States 151, with capital of $4,895,000; 
the Eastern States 135, with capital of $7,- 
589,000; the Pacific States, including Ha- 
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waii, 22, with capital of $1,635,000, and 
the New England States 12, with capital 
of $1,200,000. 

In point of number of organization 
Texas leads, with 90 banks, followed by 
Pennsylvania, with 80; Iowa, 53; Ohio, 
42; Illinois, 40; Oklahoma and Indian 
Territories, 37 each; Minnesota, 28; New 
York, 27; Indiana, 25; Kansas, 21, and 
Nebraska, 20. With the exception of Ver- 
mont, District of Columbia, Utah, Ne- 
vada and Alaska, one or more banks have 
been organized in every State and Terri- 
tory of the Union. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the act 
of March 14, 1900, permitting the issue 
of circulating notes to the par value of 
bonds deposited, the banks have depos- 
ited bonds to the amount of a trifle less 
than 29 per cent of the maximum. 

Since March 14, 1900, the number of 
banks in existence has increased from 
8,617 to 4,254; the capital stock from 
$616,308,095 to $661,851,695; bonds depos- 
ited from $244,611,570 to $330,721,930, and 
circulation secured by bonds and by law- 
ful money from $254,402,730 to $358,830,- 
547, or a net increase of $104,427,817.
